THE WHAT CROP OF 187%. 

While the south clothes the world — 
or will when she gete a few millions 
more sheep--the west feeds the 
world, Theco of the south and 
the wheat of the west are the back- 
bone of our commerce, When either 
fails the country is commereially crip- 
pled ; and the progress of the reapers 
and the pickers is therefore a subject 
of interest to all who closely watch the 
varying condition of 
prosperity. The reapers are at rest; 
the great bread crop of the year is 
gathered and the statistician is count- 
ing—on paper—the harvest. Let us 
first give the crops and acreage of 
wheat in the United States from 1872 
to 1877, inclusive.

The estimated increase in acreage for 
1878 is very great, but there are good 
reasons for believing that it is rather 
under than over the real amoaznt. 
The high price of wheat and the then 
| pending RussoeTurkish war led to this 
immense enlargement of the wheat 
area. The increase in Kansas alone 
was fully three quarters of a million 
acres, Ali the reports indicate that the 
yield of winter wheat was ten per cent 
greater per acre than last year, 
and that of spring wheat fifteen 
per cent greater, exceptin Southern 
Minnesota and the central part 
of the northern border of Iowa. 
Patting these facts together, it is im- 
possible to estimate the crop of 1878 at 
less than 400,000000 bushels — the 
champion wheat crop of the country’s 
history. This amount is left after des 
ducting 22,000,000 bushels for the dam~ 
age in Minnesota and Iowa. 

Ont ot the crop of 1877 we had a sur- 
plus of fully 100,000,000 bushels, after 
allowing 216,000,000 bushels for seed 
and consumption in the year that ends 
with this month: Assuming now that 
our requirements for seed and consump- 
tion to September 1, 1879, shall be even 


shall still have 187,000,000 bushels for 
export. To show how this enormous 
increased ability to export compares 
with what we have exported in past 
years, the following figures are given of 
the total exports of wheat and wheat 


30th each year: 


1877-8 (gent to September 1). 

We shall, therefore, have at least 87,- 
000,000 bushels more for export in the 
year ending September 1, 1579, than 
ever before. 

It would go beyond the province of 
this article to inquire in detail in regard 
to the probable foreign demand for this 
great increase in our surplus, It may, 
however, be said that the usual total 
requirements of Great Britain for wheat 
are about 170 000,000 bushels each year. 
Uf this, she usually raises about 90,000, - 


import the remainder. This year-she 
will probably require about 55,000,000 
bushels from all foreign countries.

In the 
first place,there is neither necessity nor 
exeuse for a third party. Whatever is 
vital, in ite platform of principles is 
embodied in the platform of the demo-

Whatever,at this juncture, 
tends to weaken the democratic party 
tends to promote the success of the 
corrupt organization which has for so 
many years plundered the government 
and robbed people, and in this view of 
the case it is unpatriotic.

The one issne that is now of the 
most vital importance to the people— 
the central issue, it may be said—is the 
substitution of greenbacks for national 
bank notes. Around this every other 
financial issae revolves, and to it the 
democracy are pledged, wherever 
they have given an expression 
of opinion.
